Mr. Dulles: 


a. Noted the cable 
respecting the recommendations of 
Embassy 


that CIA consider en^loying 


and Cotinsellor of 
a political 


officer "Who is being released from State due to reduction in force, 
and asked that Messrs. Helms and Sheldon and/or Amory prepare a co- 
ordinated reply. 


b. Referred to General Clark's "offer" of $100,000 for a MIG 
and asked if this had been fully coordinated. General Cabell noted 
that it had in the Pentagon, and Mr. Wisner stated he had been ad- 
vised by Tracy Barnes that in February a cable had been sent to 
CINCFE regarding this subject and a reply had been received indicating 
that Twhile the matter was under consideration no assistance was required 
from Washington at that time. In response to a query from the 
Director, General Cabell stated when this matter was first discussed 
in the Pentagon it was his understanding that the $100,000 offer was 
good in Europe as well as the Far East. 


c. Stated that during a recent talk with the President, the 
President had expressed concern over the indiscriminate use of con- 
sultants by the several governmental agencies and stated it was hie 
desire that the use of consultants be kept to a inlnimimi consistent 
with the performance of the duties of the agencies concerned. Mr. 

Dulles said that the President had particularly mentioned his opposition 
to paying consultants on a standby basis. The Director noted he b ed 
advised the President that: (l) all consxiltants en^loyed by this Agency 
were personally approved by him; (2) we did not pay any of them on a 
standby basis, but rather for services rendered as required. Mr. Wolf 
stated that in addition to this, toward the end of each fiscal year 
each office head was queried as to whether it was desirable to retain 
his consultants during the next year. The Director stated that: (l) 
he desired this practice to continue eind in those instances where a 
consiiltant had not been used, the contract for such individuals should 
be terminated; (2) within the bounds of security, letters of appreciation, 
where appropriate, should be sent to those consultants whose services 
have been terminated.
